The contradiction of the mM>er of names mentioned in paragraph 3 
is really not important. CARIATID did have a list of six names 
(FUCHS, BOMBLIES, 30RCK, WUEST, SCHWARZ, and ENGEL) whom he was to 
contact for us, FUCHS and BOMBLIES were the only individuals of 
interest. CARYATID admitted that 30MBLIES had seen the list by 
his error and for which he has been properly taken to task. Two 
others mentioned later by BOMBLIES (ERDMANN and FISCHER) had been 
given to him by BOMBLIES. 3he was evidently trying to protect her- 
self from any unpleasantness resulting from having given names of 
former W/T operators to a supposed Soviet agent, when she denied 
giving thirty names to our agent. 
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Carriage we feel is not necessary as CARYATID was dropped last 
spring and quitclaim forwarded with final report. We do not plan 
to use him for PASTIME, unless the Navy should care to employ him 
after the outbreak of war. CARYATID is now an officer in the 
U.S. Naval Unit in Bremerhaven. He used his real name (as we 
Instructed him) in order to introduce himself as a friend of 
BOMBLIES’ former superior, whom he knows fairly well. 



C. In answer to paragraph £, he contacted the "radio girls" at our 
instructions in order to determine if they could furnish further 
leads or be suitable for expendable operators.
